By the present amendment, it is believed that the amended claims have overcome the 
examiner's rejections as detailed in the following remarks 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1 and 8 were rejected under 35 USC § 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. These claims have been rejected under the assertion that the 
recitation of "substituted", "solvates", "prodrugs" and "biosiosteres" are employed throughout 
claims 1 and 8 "with no indication given as to what the substituents, solvates, prodrugs and 
bioisosteres really are.*' While not agreeing with the rejections of these recitations, the claims 
have now been amended with this response in order to more clearly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter of the invention. By the current amendment, the list of possible 
substitutions for "aryl" in the definition of "Het" in claim 1 has been incorporated into the 
claim from the specification. The "substitutions" for 4t aryl" are described in the specification 
as optional substitutions from page 7 at lines 19 to 29. Clairi 1 has been amended to remove 
the recitations of terms found objectionable to the Office. CI; 
Withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested.
